‘TURCK TALKS. 


EELING that—with the American Turf Asso- 
ciation passing its dividend and James B. 
Brown, his financial institutions and his news- 
paper in bankruptcy—the racing interests of 
Kentucky are in a state of collapse, the anti- 
racing group at Louisville have decided to again 


raise the question of pari-mutuel pooling as an 
issue in a campaign for state offices. 

Four years ago J. C. W. Beckham, who had 
previously filled the offices of Governor and 
United States Senator, gained the Democratic 
nomination for Governor; declared his intention 
to repeal the pari-mutuel law if elected, and was 
defeated by Flem D. Sampson, the present Gov- 
ernor, a Republican, by 32,131 votes, while no 
other Republican on the state ticket was elected. 


For years prior to that occurrence, the efforts 
of the Louisville group, which had the late Helm 
Bruce as its legal representative and a principal 
speaker, had been conspicuously unsuccessful in 
its aim. The group now has found a new mouth- 
piece in the person of Charles J. Turck, presi- 
dent of Centre College, Danville, and he has made 
for them a speech sounding so much as Helm 
Bruce used to say those things that it could well 
be called a compendium of that late able lawyer’s 
views. 

Dr. Turck made his talk before the University 
Club at Louisville, Thursday, February 12, and 
was announced as having appeared under the 
auspices of the Democratic Club of University 
Men in Louisville. Dr. Turck described himself 
as a Democrat; defined Democracy; gave the 
Brucian complexion to the subjects of special 
privilege and the pari-mutuel exemption act; as- 
serted his conviction that the Legislature of 1886 
did an unconstitutional thing when it made pool- 
ing at the race courses lawful; brought in the 
history of the Louisiana Lottery; called that sit- 
uation parallel to conditions under which we have 
betting on horses at the Kentucky courses; 
charged the former Kentucky Jockey Club with 
having dominated the politics of the State for 
years and with having interfered with the courts 
when the Commonwealth’s Attorney brought a 
suit against the predecessor to the American 
Turf Association; intimated that defeat of Mr. 
Beckham might not have been accomplished 
honestly, and then said: “Now, if ever, is our 
chance to redeem the State from an exploiting 
group that have enjoyed for 40 years an illegal 
special privilege.” 

He made the proposal that the first number 
of a “programme of action” for the Democratic 
party be the election of ‘a Governor and a State 


«(Cf 
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ticket and a Legislature pledged to destroy the 
race track gambling privilege and the race track 
gambling lobby.” Next he proposed an audit of 
the State’s affairs that will give “the white light 
of truth on all the financial history of our State.” 
Third, he suggested an “endeavor by measures 
of economy to get a dollar’s worth of service or 
material for every dollar that Kentucky spends.” 
He declared his opposition to the proposal of 
some of the members of the Democratic State 
Central and Executive Committees that candi- 
dates for State offices be selected by convention 
instead of by a primary election. He charged 
that “among the most zealous advocates of a 
convention” are “persons allied with race track 
interests,” and declared that “these interests 
haven’t enough money left to buy an election.” 


Perhaps you by now want to know something 
about Dr. Turck? Well, he was born in New 
Orleans, September 13, 1890. He is a graduate 
of Tulane University and of Columbia Universi- 
ty; was admitted to the bar in New York City 
in 1913; was employed in the office of Lord, Day 
and Lord, New York; was professor of law at 
Tulane 1916-1920; professor of law at Vanderbilt 
University 1920-1924; came to Kentucky as dean 
of the law school at the University of Kentucky, 
and since 1927 has been president of Centre Col- 
lege. 

Dr. Turck has failed to recognize the fact that 
the great horse breeding industry of Kentucky 
cannot be maintained without racing, and he 
likewise has not recognized the fact that racing 
cannot survive without betting. He has mis- 
judged the intent of those Kentucky lawmakers 
of 1886. He has wrongly charged them with 
having been influenced by “an exploiting group 
that have enjoyed for 40 years an illegal special 
privilege.”” Those sturdy, solid men desired to 
preserve for Kentucky a sport of its people and 
to foster an industry in which Kentucians excel. 

He has failed to recognize the fact that the 
defeat of Mr. Beckham was accomplished in 
response to the wishes of breeders of Thorough- 
bred horses, many of them Democrats, who had 
to choose between one declared to do an act 
which they knew would result in great deprecia- 
tion of their land, buildings and horses, and one 
who they believed would do nothing to disturb 
their industry or to depreciate the value of their 
property. 

He, like the Louisville group, has failed to rec- 
ognize the breeders as a force in the political 
affairs of the State. He has failed to see that 
to declare for repeal of the pari-mutuel law is 
to force the breeders to stand with the track 
owners, however much they may disfavor their 
methods in some respects. 

In this connection may we again say to the 
track owners that they have some house-clean- 
ing to do. They have arrogated to themselves 


the right to control the State Racing Commission, 
and in so doing have not produced an elevating 
influence. They have failed to strengthen their 
force of racing officials, and have permitted prac- 
tices that have been repeatedly objected to by 
the patrons of racing. They need new blood in 
various places, and above all they need some 
contact men at Louisville and Latonia who will 
patiently hear the people who come to them and 
who will depart those callers pleasantly, regard- 
less of who they are, instead of the reverse. In 
other words, brains are needed. 


In conclusion, let us suggest that if Dr. Turck 
is to assume the role of the late Helm Bruce in 
this campaign the Trustees of Centre College 
would do well to start now to get another presi- 
dent, because this young man will be considerably 
jaded when he has finished the job. And this 
puts us in mind of the late George Colvin, an- 
other educator, a Republican, who set out to re- 
peal the pari-mutuel law—and failed. 


MUST IMPROVE. 


HEN our long-time friend, Captain W. W. 

Wilder, veteran conductor on the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad and himself a breeder of 
Thoroughbreds since the days of Captain Jim 
Williams, renewed his subscription to THE BLOOD- 
HORSE last week he said: “I like your bright, 
informative magazine. I like what you are do- 
ing to help in the elevation of the Turf. T 
thought Colonel Ed Bradley’s letter was best of 
all on the subject of elimination. If we are to 
have better racing and more attendance at the 
greater courses of the country the racing asso- 
ciations must make their programmes less attrac- 
tive to platers. The cheaper horses have no place 
in the scheme of racing at the better tracks and 
they should not. be welcomed there. If no races 
were made for them they would not be there. 
Baseball is drawing tremendously because the 
people want to see games out of doors. If the 
fields at the race courses were smaller and were 
comprised of better horses the crowds would be 
larger. One only has to compare the crowds on 
stakes days with those on other days to under- 
stand what I mean. The people want to see 
good horses run. They do not give a rap about 
the pelters.” 


We hope the racing secretaries and those who 
O. K. the work of the racing secretaries will give 
heed to the thoughts of Captain Wilder and of 
others who have expressed their views through 
THE BLOoD-HoRSE. If they are wise enough to 
do it, racing will be greatly benefited. 


MANKATO’S ESTIMATES.

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LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


AIR PHANTOM was one of two remarkably 

fast fillies foaled at the Hartland Stud of 
Senator Johnson N. Camden in 1919. The other 
was Miss Joy. Both of them passed into the 
possession of Montfort Jones in their 2-year-old 
season. Fair Phantom was not quite so fast as 
Miss Joy, but when the distances lengthened she 
was still a star and Miss Joy was a failure. 


J. C. Milam trained Fair Phantom for Senator 
Camden and brought her to the races at Lex- 
ington in the spring of 1921. She made her first 
start April 25, in a half-mile race in which 
Startle also happened to be making her first 
start. Startle beat her half a length in :47 2-5, 
a track record. Startle beat her again in the 
Hinata Stakes, a half-mile in :47 4-5 on a good 
track. May 7 at Churchill Downs, Fair Phan- 
tom, 114 pounds up, won the Debutante Stakes, 
beating Martha Fallon (119) by six lengths, with 
Aloft (114) third and Startle in the beaten field. 
The half-mile was run in :46 3-5, a track record 
not yet broken. May 28 she carried 122 pounds 
to victory in the Spring Trial Stakes, beating 
Miss Joy (112), Aloft (112), etc. 


Moving to Latonia, she won the Clipsetta 
Stakes with 126 pounds, with Miss Joy (114) 
second, and both of the flying leaders under a 
pull at the end. This was the first race in which 
they carried the colors of the late Montfort 
Jones, whose horses later ran in the name Audley 
Farm, in which his brother, B. B. Jones, shared 
ownership. Senator Camden had sold both fil- 
lies to Mr. Jones, Miss Joy for $10,000 and Fair 
Phantom for $15,000. They were bargains. Fair 
Phantom won an allowance race and then fin- 
ished third, carrying 128 pounds, to Miss Joy 
(115) and Bonus (112), in the Cincinnati Trophy, 
six furlongs. Bonus is dam of Twenty Grand. 


After a few winnings and losings, including a 
trip to Saratoga, she wound up the season by 
finishing unplaced in the Golden Rod Handicap 
and Breeders’ Futurity. In the latter race, her 
last of the year, she and Miss Joy were coupled 
and were made 1-4 choices. Both were out of 
the money, Gentility winning on a muddy track. 


Fair Phantom won no stakes as a 3-year-old, 
but was winner 10 times and second three times 
in 14 starts. She was now under the training 
of Kay Spence, who has handled several fine 
race mares for the Audley Farm Stable. She 
won a mile race at Churchill Downs in 1:37 4-5. 
At Saratoga she won a six furlongs race on a 
sloppy track, and later won races over heavy 
courses. She won two six furlongs races at 
Latonia in 1:11 1-5. From November 18 to 30, 
inclusive, she ran in six races at Bowie. First 
she was beaten a head by Lucky Hour in the 
Southern Maryland Handicap, 1 1-16 miles. Two 
days later the fast mare, Polly Ann, beat her a 
nose in a mile contest. November 24, with 108 
pounds, in a mile test, she beat Gentility (103), 
Prudery (102), Polly Ann (109), Thimble (109) 
and Prodigious (100). The next day she won a 
seven furlongs tilt, with Missionary second. No- 
vember 29, with 111 pounds, in a mile and 70 
yards race, she beat Prudery (104), Reparation 
(104), Polly Ann (107) and Avalanche (97). 
The next day she wound up her season’s work by 
taking up 116 pounds and beating Gentility, 
Tippity Witchet, On Watch, and several others. 

The 4-year-old form of Fair Phantom was dis- 
tinguished partly by the fact that she finished 
second no fewer than 14 times, though winning 


only four races. At Latonia, odds-on at 1-2 in 
the betting, she beat In Memoriam a neck in a 
mile handicap in 1:37 4-5. At Saratoga she took 
up 123 pounds and beat Goshawk (133) and oth- 
ers in a six furlongs highweight handicap, run- 
ning the distance in 1:11 1-5. At Belmont Park 
she entered the Fall Highweight Handicap, was 
assigned 122 pounds, and with Earl Sande in the 
saddle, beat Runviso (115), Dunlin (123), Sun 
Pal (105) and Goshawk (125). She set the 
pace and finished in front in :23, :46, 1:10 2-5, 
breaking the track record. At Belmont she en- 
tered one other highweight handicap, a six fur- 
longs affair in which she carried 130 pounds and 
ran the distance in 1:11 4-5. Those were her 
only winning races of the season, but they were 
a series that distinguished her as one of the best 
weight-carrying mares of the Turf. 


In April, at Bowie, she had finished second to 
Setting Sun in the Inaugural Handicap, con- 
ceding the winner 20 pounds. At Latonia she 
was second to Ten-Lec in the Quickstep Handi- 
cap, six furlongs, conceding 17 pounds. She 
tired and finished second to Cherry Tree in the 
Enquirer Handicap, 1 1-16 miles, on a heavy 
track. She started the year by finishing sec- 
ond seven times in her first eight starts, and she 
ended the season in the same manner, just fail- 
ing to catch Cho Cho at the end of a six furlongs 
struggle at Latonia. She was retired to the 
Audley Farm stud the following spring.

WOODBINE STAKES CLOSE MARCH 16. 

Two steeplechase and five flat-race stakes to 
be run at the Ontario Jockey Club’s spring meet- 
ing at Woodbine Park will be closed to nomina- 
tions Monday, March 16. They are the Fraser 
Memorial and Woodbine Steeplechase Handicaps, 


the Toronto Cup, King Edward Gold Cup, Wood- 
stock Plate, Victoria Stakes, and William Hen- 
drie Memorial Handicap. The added money for 
the Toronto Cup is $7,500, for each of the other 
stakes, $3,000. Here will be seen the extent to 
which the depression affected racing in Canada 
last year, for the Ontario Jockey Club, always 
one of the most liberal racing associations in 
North America, has felt obliged to cut its Toron- 
to Cup added money in half and to reduce the 
value of each of the other stakes here listed from 
$5,000 to $3,000. Overnight purses will be $1,500 
and $1,200. Horsemen will do well to nominate 
as liberally as possible for these races, as the 
Ontario Jockey Club in previous years has shown 
its liberality on many occasions. An advertise- 
ment of the stakes closing March 16 will appear 
in THE BLOoD-HOoRSE, No. 10, week ending March 7. 


JAMAICA NOMINATIONS. 


One hundred and three owners made 1,057 
nominations to the 18 stakes to be run at 
Jamaica’s spring meeting. The Wood Memorial 
Stakes, mile and 70 yards 3-year-old feature 
which started Gallant Fox on his way last year, 
has attracted the following 50 nominations:

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LETTER FROM HOWARD PAVEY 


Flint, Mich., Feb. 6, 1931. 
Editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


N one of your issues reference was made by a 
regular contributor concerning the “gyp” 
horseman. The inference was that a “gyp” was 
an owner of a small stable, perhaps one horse, 
who had crashed the gate to the larger circuit 
and because of his classification and the fact 
that he had come from the “half-milers’”’ was not 
entitled to all the privileges granted to a larger 
stable by the officials of an association. He 
should, according to this writer, be accorded such 
treatment that he would immediately “hie him- 
self to the tall timber, whence he came.” 
_ It is true than an owner of a small stable who 
has been racing on smaller circuits may not have 
stock that can compete successfully with the 
horses racing on the larger tracks, but it doesn’t 
follow that he is not an honest man and that he 
merits the title of “gyp”. If a “gyp’” means a 
man who abuses his horses, gives them poor 
care, “hops” them and races them into the 
ground, then there must be some so-called “gyps” 
operating at every large track in the country. 
No doubt there are a great many men of wealth 
and influence who are today successful horse- 
men who could have been classed under this 
category when they first ventured in the busi- 
ness of racing. 

I believe that over-production of the worthless 
horse is best solved by the law of economics and 
education. If racing associations will condition 
races to increase the earning power of the better 
class of horses this will automatically decrease 
the earnings of the poorer grades. If owners 
persist in purchasing and racing worthless stock 
they are certainly the logical ones to pay the 
fiddler. 

A sound horse which cannot show his owner 
a profit is just as worthless for racing as a 
hopeless cripple. A modern dairyman weeds out 
the non-profit cow from his herd and no matter 
how royally bred she is sold regardless of price. 
Also he will not breed or purchase young stock 
that comes from non-producing families. Sound 
business and education have solved over-produc- 
tion with the breeders of all kinds of live stock 
except horses. 

“Like begets like” and if breeders continue to 
produce offspring from inferior sires and dams 
then they shouldn’t be surprised to awaken to 
‘the fact that the public has gone “modern” and 
refuses to buy their offerings, leaving them with 
an over-production problem which they alone 
have created and are responsible for and which 
they alone have to solve. 

To my mind there are other problems of equal 
importance confronting racing—other than the 
problem of the “gyp” horseman and the cheap 
horse. 

My observations and impressions may not in- 
terest you and your readers at all. However, it 
is my opinion that if we who are interested in 
the Turf expect to merit and hold the confidence 
of the race-going public we should give some 
thourht to other evils that are with us and strive 
to eliminate them for the sake of the sport and 
good business. 

Too many old and crippled horses are being 
raced, too many boys are riding who are not 
finished horsemen—incompetent boys and men 
who are granted licenses wherever they go. The 
all too prevalent practice of “doping” is, of 


course, deplorable, and strict measures should be 
taken to stop it. The language and conduct of 
some starters when they have a field at the post 
is inexcusable. Why should they stoop to such 
methods? 


We, I believe, could learn something from our 
friend, the show horseman. He usually main- 
tains a well kept stable with courteous help and 
as a rule the atmosphere is such that a lady, 
child or gentleman can visit his stable at any time 
without being outraged by oaths and filthy lan- 
guage from a drunken or irresponsible groom. 
Why do so many patrons of racing invest large 
sums of money in a stable or horses and then 
employ cheap and inefficient help to operate it? 

In brief why isn’t it good business to conduct 
racing as any other high class business is con- 
ducted ? 

Racing appeals to red-biooded men and women 
who love horses; they thrill at clean, well-con- 
tested races and they are entitled to the very 
best in performance and environment that asso- 
ciations and horsemen can give them. 

It is my opinion that if racing is to prosper 
and grow in the public eye it can only take its 
proper place in the realm of sport by being con- 
ducted in a manner that will reflect a wholesome 
influence upon the masses that are responsible 
for its maintenance. HOWARD PAVEY. 


ART IS IN OREGON. 


Art Goldblatt is wintering at the Pleasure 
Acres Ranch of his father-in-law, J. N. McFad- 
den, at Corvallis, Oregon, and is getting ready 
a string for the coming campaigns in Illinois and 
Kentucky.

The older 
horses are Bill Looney (stakes winner), Mary’s 
Toy, Katy McCook, Rosie Finnegan, Ellen N., 
Chrysanthemum, Common Denominator and Ore- 
gon Citizen. Earl Eande, when he visited his 
parents at Salem, Oregon, drove the 30 miles to 
Pleasure Acres and, Mr. Goldblatt relates, was 
quite high in praise of the place. The famous 
rider was quite taken with seven-months-old 
Julian Robert Goldblatt, and predicted that he 
“will be riding before he is able to walk.” This 
because of the interest he displays in horses, and 
because his mother is a fine rider, able to break 
and train horses, and because his father has 
been associated with horses nearly all of his life, 
to say nothing of the training ability of the 
youngster’s Great-uncle Mose.

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EARL SANDE’S SUSPENSION

HERE is a page in the history of the Ameri- 
can Turf that is not as it should be. It is 
not clear. It is dimmed by a maze of contra- 
dictory testimony, reports and statements. It is 
that pertaining to the Pimlico Futurity of 1927; 
the race that caused Earl Sande, America’s 
premier and most popular jockey to be stripped 
of his license and badge and to be ejected ig- 

nomiously from the old Baltimore race track. 

More than 25,000 persons saw that rich and 
coveted stake decided and probably 24,900 of that 
vast throng are certain Sande, who rode Walter 
M. Jeffords’s filly, deliberately fouled Mrs. John 
D. Hertz’s famous colt, Reigh Count, ridden by 
Chick Lang. 

But that small minority of 100 are just as 
positive that the great jockey did not violate 
the rules of racing in the contest and that the 
punishment meted out to him was undeserved. 
They do not say or even intimate that those who 
disagree with them have any ulterior motives in 
picturing the race as they do or that their sense 
of fairness and justice was warped by the ex- 
citement caused by the contest. They do not 
accuse the officials who punished Sande of 
having been unfair. They say they realize that a 
tremendous lot of circumstantial evidence was 
accumulated against Sande and that they can 
easily understand how all those not close to 
the scene of the foul could be mistaken. They 
admit a foul was committed in the event, but 
they insist it was not committed by Sande. 

On the contrary they accuse Lang. They don’t 
condemn Lang for it though, they don’t even 
criticize him for claiming he was fouled by 
Sande. Paradoxical as it may seem they feel 
sure that Lang honestly believes Sande fouled 
him and that he, himself, did nothing bordering 
ona foul. They assert that all who disagree with 
them do so because their 50,000 eyes deceived 
‘them. 

And they do not fully approve of the tactics 
Sande resorted to in the race. But they don’t 
condemn him for his ride either. They declare 
he was preparing to perpetrate a trick of the 
game; that Lang misunderstood it and resented 
it and that his resentment caused the foul. They 
point out that Sande was paid a big salary for 
such jockeyship and that in the opinion of many 
he was guilty of nothing more than using good 
judgment and that if he had ridden otherwise 
he would have been unfair to the owner of the 
horse he was riding. 

WHAT THEY ADMIT. 

They admit they saw Sande guide Bateau 
from the middle of the track to a position near 
the inside rail, but that this was done to keep 
Reigh Count in the muddy footing next to the 
rail and that Lang, believing Sande was going 
to foul him, reached out his hand, grabbed 
Sande’s silks and gave them such a violent yank 
Sande almost went off his horse; also that 
Bateau wobbled as a result of this foul, bumped 
into Reigh Count, nearly knocked down that colt 
and came within an ace of throwing Lang over 
the fence. 

It was a beautiful day in November when the 
race was run. There was a nippy touch in the 
air but the sun shone brightly. Attracted by 


the Futurity, in which the best juvenile colts 
and fillies in the country, including the renowned 


Reigh Count, were to compete for a $60,000 
prize, lovers of a stirring equine struggle came 
to the historic old hilltop course from all parts 
of this country and Canada. Society from New 
York, Newport, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore 
and a dozen other cities was out in force. 

But despite the bright sun and refreshing 
breeze the track was not fast. Rain the previous 
day had made it mudy, but it had dried out con- 
siderably—dried out sufficiently to make it good 
every place except close to the inside rail. 

Before the race trainers inspected it minutely. 
So did several jockeys, and all agreed that the 
worst footing was next the rail. So when the 
field for the Futurity was being groomed in the 
paddock for the event every trainer gave his 
jockey imperative orders to “keep off the rail.” 

When the start was made Sande got Bateau 
away flying. This daughter of Man o’ War had 
a good flight of speed and Sande made the most 
of it. He sent her to the front but, remembering 
his riding instructions, kept her away from the 
inner rail. In the middle of the track, where 
the going was best, he shot Bateau around the 
first turn a couple of lengths ahead of her op- 
ponents. Going down the back stretch Bateau 
was still several lengths in front and in the 
middle of the track. 

At the five-eighths pole Sande glanced over 
his shoulder. He saw Reigh Count coming fast 
on the inside about six feet off the rail. The 
great jockey knew this was the horse to beat. 
Reigh Count was favorite. His past performances 
said he was much the best horse in the race. 
Sande also knew that only a super horse could 
run in the mud and beat one running on the dry. 

BATEAU VEERED TOWARD RAIL. 


So he decided to make Reigh Count race along 
in the heavy going. At least that is what he 
always maintained and what the minority “One 
Hundred” are sure he tried to do. At any rate, 
he took a tight hold on his inside rein and 
gradually, diagonally, Bateau veered over toward 
the rail. The patrol judges and all the other 
officials saw him guide his mount from the 
course he had been pursuing, saw his “easing 
over toward the rail.’”’” The thousands in the 
grand stand and club house and on the lawns saw 
this maneuver, too. So did the Turf writers in 
the press box and the trainers in their stand and 
other points of vantage. 

This throng also saw Sande obtain a position 
near the rail as Reigh Count reached his mount’s 
saddle girths and they thought they saw Sande 
deliberately attempt to shut off Reigh Count and 
come near causing a serious accident. As the 
foul was committed cries went up on all sides. 
“Look at Sande!” “Did you see Sande deliberately 
foul Reigh Count?” “The worst and most de- 
liberate foul ever seen!” “He should be ruled 
off!” “He should never be permitted on a race 
track again!” These and scores of other re- 
marks were vehemently and openly expressed on 
all sides. Observers in the stands and clubhouse 
were positive they had seen Sande commit what 
they considered the worst foul of the century. 
Even Mr. Jeffords, one of the finest sportsmen on 
the American Turf, believed the rider on his 
filly was guilty of a deliberate foul. 

The foul practically put Reigh Count and 
Bateau out of the race. But comparatively few 
present know how the last part of that contest 
was run. They were too busy discussing the 
foul; too busy condemning Sande to see anything 
on the track. One man saw every inch of it, 
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though. It was Clyde Phillips, trainer for Mrs. 
Payne Whitney. That sportswoman had a filly 
named Glade in the race. Before the contest 
Phillips said she had a real good chance to beat 
every horse in the race except Reigh Count. 
“And,” he added, “that colt can’t afford to make 
any mistakes and beat my mare.” 


And while the thousands were figuratively 
burning Sande alive Phillips was calling on Glade 
to come home in front. Standing on the rail of 
a box which had been vacated immediately after 
the foul had been committed he was roaring 
encouragement to his filly and jockey. Phillips 
has a powerful voice and his shrieks of “Keep 
her going, Morris!’ and “Here she comes!” rent 
the air. 

GLADE FIRST HOME. 

Glade came home in front with John R. 
Macomber’s Petee-Wrack second. Bateau was 
third and Reigh Count in the ruck. 

As Sande rode Bateau past the judges a great 
crowd gathered around the stewards’ stand. No 
cheers greeted America’s premier jockey this 
time. He wasn’t jeered either. The crowd seemed 
stunned and impatiently waited to see and hear 
what action the stewards would take regarding 
the foul. 

When the famous jockey drove his filly back 
to the scales he was ghastly pale. He was angry 
too. No doubt of that. He unsaddled his mount 
with a vengeance, threw his tack to his valet 
and stepped to the scales on the double quick. 
It could be plainly seen too that his silks were 
not intact. They were out of his pants and 
opened in front and their buttons missing. 

Sande didn’t get a chance to reach the jockeys’ 
room, where all jockeys usually give vent to their 
feelings for anything that happens in a race. 
He was ordered to proceed to the stewards’ stand. 
Confronting him here were Lang, patrol judges 
and the stewards. He listened to Lang’s com- 
plaint and tried to defend himself. He vehement- 
ly denied all wrong doing. He pointed to his loose 
and torn silks as evidence that he had been 
fouled. But his pleas were in vain. He was 
guilty. The patrol judges had seen his foul 
tactics, so had the stewards. His mount was 
disqualified out of third place and he was sus- 
pended and his badge ordered taken up; he was 
denied further privilege of the track and in- 
structed to appear before the Maryland State 
Racing Commission the following morning for 
further action. 

That night Sande was a disconsolate young 
man. Again and again he said he was not 
guilty; again and again he offered to swear he 
was not guilty. But even his closest friends 
looked askance at him. They were sorry for him 
but they believed he was guilty. They had seen 
the foul and were sure he had committed it. 

Next morning he was permitted to tell his 
story to the commissioners. Three other jockeys 
who rode in the race—George Ellis, J. McCoy and 
Louis Morris—corroborated him. But the com- 
missioners had seen the contest and they had 
received a report from the stewards describing 
the foul and recommending his indefinite sus- 
pension. So they gently but firmly told the 
great jockey that his riding career was over 
until further notice. 

For a week Sande remained in Baltimore, pro- 
testing his innocence. But he failed to accom- 
plish the desired result—failed to get another 
hearing, so he disappeared. 

The writer was one of the thousands who 


were positive Sande was guilty, and until the 
next day he had met no one who believed other- 
wise. While stepping out of the Southern Hotel 
about noon that day Louis Tauber, the veteran 
trainer who has charge of Ralph Strassburger’s. 
Thoroughbreds, came along. Louis is a little, 
chunky man. He isn’t much more than five feet 
tall and he weighs close to 200 pounds. 

Louis was perturbed. He was excited. ‘‘What’s 
the matter with you Turf reporters?” he said, 
with much heat. “I don’t know Sande well. I 
haven’t spoken a hundred words to him in my 
life. I’m not fond of him. But what’s the 
matter with you fellows? I’m not Sande’s friend, 
I tell you. I don’t like him much. He never rode 
for me and he never will. I saw the foul.” 

Before he had finished telling how scant was: 
his affection for the popular jockey the writer 
was sure he wanted Sande hung, and, telling him 
of the commission’s ruling, began to move away 
to start for the track. 

“That’s shameful,” he cried. “He didn’t do 
anything. I was there. I saw and heard what 
happened. What’s the matter with you _ re- 
porters? Don’t you believe in justice? I say 
he didn’t do anything. I know. I was there. 
I saw everything. I heard everything. 

“Look,” he continued, “this is what happened,” 
and Louis began to draw a diagram of the track 
and the race on the sidewalk with a pencil. He 
showed how Sande had cut across the track, 
but tried to prove he had not committed a foul. 

Louis’s explanation was plausible, but it wasn’t 
convincing, not when nearly 25,000 others had 
seen the event differently. 

Two weeks later Louis popped up again. This 
time he was more excited than before. He was 
disgusted with the whole racing public for say- 
ing Sande was guilty. He again went into detail 
of what he said happened in the race. He re- 
iterated that he didn’t know Sande well, that he 
wasn’t his friend. And he insisted he was not 
guilty and that something should be done about 
it. He claimed he was standing in the center 
field within a few yards of where the foul oc- 
curred; that he had seen Sande guide Bateau 
from the center or the track toward the rail 
and heard Lang yell at Sande and then grab his 
silks and nearly throw the great rider off his 
horse. He said he could produce a dozen men 
who saw him near the five furlong pole and 
that they, as well as he, had seen Sande attempt 
to play a trick and Lang commit a foul. 

The writer was not yet convinced that Sande 
had not erred and asked Louis why he hadn’t 
appeared and testified before the stewards and 
the commissioners. His answer was that he 
didn’t know Sande well enough and that it was 
his custom to mind his own business; that he 
never “butted in” on the affairs of the racing 
authorities or gave them any information unless 
he was asked to. 


LETTERS FLOODED OFFICIALS. 


In the meantime the Pimlico stewards and the’ 


Maryland commissioners were being flooded with 
letters and telegrams pleading for the reinstate- 
ment of the popular jockey. Women put up a 
gallant fight for him. From racing centers in 
all parts of the country they wrote asking the 
Turf authorities to be generous and charitable 
to their idol. 

But neither men nor women requested his re- 
instatement on the grounds that he was not 
guilty. All pleaded for mercy for him. 

Sande grieved over the affair. He subsequent- 
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ly told his associates that it made him ill and 
compelled him to take a trip to Europe to try 
to forget it. 

A few months later the Maryland commission- 
ers relented and restored Sande to good standing. 

The following winter the race was mentioned 
in Jim Fitzsimmons’ barn at Aqueduct. A group 
of horsemen were present. “Don’t remind me 
of that race,” snapped Fitzsimmons. “The stew- 
ards made a mistake that day. Sande tried to 
put over one of his tricks and got the worst of 
it. He didn’t commit a foul. He tried to keep 
Reigh Count in the heavy going, but his plans 
went wrong. I feel sorry for the boy, but I feel 
a great deal more sorry for Mr. Jeffords, who 
owns Bateau. If the jockeys would ride their 
own horses instead of several in a race they 
would be much better off and wouldn’t run into 
such affairs as that.” 

Then the horseman who trains one of the 
largest stables in America and was a good 
jockey a generation ago, said he viewed that 
Futurity from the center field and repeated al- 
most word for word what Louis Tauber on two 
previous occasions said he had seen. And Fitz- 
simmons, like Tauber, asserted that dozens of 
other good observers of a race stood near him 
in the center field and saw Sande try to annoy 
Lang and Lang foul Sande. 

Surprised at this statement the writer became 
interested in the case and soon found a dozen 
men, most of them horsemen, who were willing 
to swear Sande didn’t foul Reigh Count. Almost 
all the jockeys who rode in the race also said 
Sande was not guilty. 

Asked why the jockeys had not volunteered 
to go before the commission, as had Ellis, Morris 
and McCoy, they said Sande wasn’t their friend 
and they knew he wouldn’t do such a favor for 
them and that if any other rider had been so 
unjustly punished every jockey who rode in the 
race would have been a witness for him. 

For nearly three years the writer has been 
satisfied that Sande had not committed a foul 
in the race, but withheld his opinion in the 
matter in the hope that some day Chick Lang 
would realize that perhaps Sande was not 
guilty and issue a statement to that effect. But 
Chick, who is now a trainer, undoubtedly be- 
lieves, as he did on the autumn day four years 
ago, that Sande deliberately drove Bateau across 
the track and fouled him. 


EIGHT ARE ELIMINATED. 

Through John Muth, Bridle-Drive Farm, Lex- 
ington, James Verner, Jr., noted Detroit bottler, 
has purchased the mares Elsie Elias, Exquisite 
Perdita, Finnell Girl, Katherine L., Lady Jeanette, 
Spring Street and two yearling fillies by Behave 
Yourself. They have been shipped to Mr. Ver- 
ner’s farm of 3,000 acres at La Peer, Mich., and 
are to be used for producing hunters. Their first 
mate will be the Remount stallion Barabbas, now 
at La Peer. In addition to Hereford cattle, Mr. 
Verner is also breeding Southdown sheep. He 
does not intend to use the produce of any of 
these mares for racing. 


DR. R. E. WEBSTER DEAD.

The 
writer may be wrong, and hopes he is, but he has 
some misgivings as to Insco’s standing the Derby 
prep. Mr. Watkins deserves plenty of good luck, 
as he has spared no expense in an effort to gath- 
er a pretentious racing establishment. Ostensi- 
bly, he is no hard loser. He reminds one more 
of the country gentleman than the perspicacious 
business man he assuredly is.

AW it stated the other day that Tom Kear- 

ney, who each season operates a sizeable 
winter book on the Kentucky Derby, had slashed 
the odds against my choice, Equipoise, down to 
3% to 1. Wonder if any of the sucker crop will 
be foolhardy enough to accept such outrageous- 
ly short odds? Unless my memory fails me, 
these are the shortest odds ever quoted against 
the chances of a candidate at this time. But even 
for so marvelous a colt as Equipoise, the odds 
are prohibitive. The writer’s idea of fair odds 
against the favorite at this season would be 
something like 12 to 15 to 1, but try to get it. 
Oh well, I can await the day of the race to get 
my little stack of chips into the pot. 


All any horse has to do to be eliminated from 
the running is step into a hole, take a false stride, 
or any one of hundreds of other things. Train- 
ing hazards are altogether too great to take any 
the worst of the odds at this early date.

— SECRETARY J. S. WALLACE has 
taken a hand in the “halter war” at Hialeah 
Park, Miami. He recently posted a notice to the 
effect that because of the crowded condition of 
the stables, horsemen cannot expect to obtain 
stalls for those performers they may claim dur- 
ing the meeting. Might just as well drop the 
claiming clause from the conditions of the races, 
as few persons desire to claim a horse and have 
no place to put it. Incidentally, the stables might 
be crowded at Hialeah, but the entries are suf- 
fering from no such condition, as the fields have 
been small, generally speaking.

HE Kentucky friends of former Jockey Bert 
Kennedy have about despaired of ever getting 
Judge Nelson to lift the ruling he made against 
the boy in Canada five years back. The only 
concession gained for Kennedy was privilege to 
gallop horses on the tracks of the Dominion. 
When a boy meets with the displeasure of Judge 
Francis Nelson he is most thoroughly through as 
a rider. Wish there were many more such stew- 


ards as he. Time and again men with much po- 
litical power and high standing in affairs of the 
Turf have approached the judge in behalf of a 
punished friend, but their pleas invariably fall 
upon deaf ears, which is as it should be. 


Bert now is in the employ of Trainer Roscoe 
Goose, in the capacity of exercise boy. It was he 
who galloped and worked Dedicate in his early 
training for last year’s Kentucky Derby at the 
old Lexington course. He was and still is a good 
rider. Unfortunately he learned his lesson too 
late.

F. KNEBELKAMP, Louisville baseball 
e magnate and owner of a racing stable and 
Thoroughbred breeding farm (Winona Stock 
Farm, Prospect, Ky.), has an extra nice band of 
five home-bred juveniles quartered at the Doug- 
las Park track, Louisville, in charge of Trainer 
Milton Reiser. This list embraces a chestnut colt 
by Midway—Sentimental; a bay colt by Lee O. 
Cotner—Guaranteed; a bay filly by Lee O. Cot- 
ner—Lady Astor; a chestnut filly by Midway— 
Mammon, and a chestnut filly by *Hourless— 
Paint Rock. The older horses, River Bottom, 
Captain J. S., Red Likker and Dashaway recently 

were vanned in from the farm. 


The two youngsters by Lee O. Cotner are par- 
ticularly nice individuals and have shown speed 
‘in their trials. The colt is quite the best of his 
age and sex at either Louisville course, while the 
filly is half-sister to the good winner McGonigle. 
And just to show the vagaries of the proposed 
elimination, consider that Mr. Knebelkamp was, 
not so long ago, of a mind to give Guaranteed, 
the dam of this fine colt, to whoever would lead 
her away. 


Also be it known that had the elimination 
project been in effect some years back there 
would possible have been no Lee O. Cotner, and, 
it follows, no Don Leon. Precious Pearl, dam of 
Lee O. Cotner, was an ordinary plater, and not 
a very useful one at that. Fellow who owned 
her had the daughter of Zeus at New Orleans 
one winter and gave her to Lee O. Cotner, it is 
said, in payment of some losses at cards. 
Precious Pearl’s new owner took her to his small 
farm, near Elizabeth, Ind., and there she existed 
after a fashion for several years, performing 
sundry duties of the general-utility farm horse. 
She turned up, at length, in Kentucky and in a 
few years along came the horse Lee O. Cotner. 
How he could run is well known to the present 
generation of racegoers. Precious Pearl might 
have been a cull had not her son put in his ap- 
pearance. 


Several years ago there was adopted a plan 
whereby lightly regarded mares were banished 
from the Turf. The project had not been effective 
long when along came the fine racer Bryn Mawr. 
Investigation revealed that the dam of this once 
famous performer was among those mares car- 
ried off with the expulsion. A small fortune was 
spent in an effort to locate the dam of Bryn 
Mawr and scouts were sent out all over the 
country in search of the mare. Finally one of 
the agents reported that he had found her, but 
experts declare that the real mother of Bryn 
Mawr was never brought back to the fold.

OM YOUNG, track superintendent at Church- 
ill Downs, Washington Park and Lincoln 
Fields, who, by the way, came to this country 
from England years ago, has made his choice for 
the Kentucky Derby, and his selection is the 
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Tennessee Stable’s Vander Pool, which is un- 
beaten to date, technically at least.

COLT that is said to have developed won- 

derfully over the cold season is A. C. Bost- 
wick’s Mate, which put in the winter at Ben- 
ning, just across the river from Washington, 
D. C. Mate is the greatest of the sons of that 
well-bred young sire, Prince Pal, a horse which 
is rapidly gaining recognition among breeders. 
Mate’s performances were uniformly high-class 
last year and he seemed the type to go on at 
three. He is in the first flight and has all those 
requisites of a racer of the highest calibre: 
speed, stamina, weight-carrying ability and the 
action to race to his notch in any going.

LEC GORDON, and his menage, right on 

down the line to the newest exercise boy, are 
strong for Jamestown. They make no secret of 
their belief in the husky son of St. James and 
stoutly declare that had the Belmont Futurity 
been at a mile and one-half the Widener colt 
would still have been in the van of Equipoise. 
Friend Alec declares that it is all bunk about 
Jamestown having bad underpinning. He ex- 
plained that his limb trouble was confined to the 
bruise resulting from the colt striking his ankle 
against a post supporting a section of the inner 
rail as he wheeled to break for a workout, and 
asserts that Jamestown was led from his stall 
into retirement for the winter months without 
so much as a pimple on his limbs. All of which 
corroborates the sage Mr. Joyner, trainer of the 
colt. 


To the eyes of Alec and all his able assistants, 
Jamestown is an ideal type of Thoroughbred and 
they strenuously object to his being described as 
a sprinting type. Said one of the Gordon hench- 
men to this writer the other day: “Why, pardon 
me for saying so, but you’re all wrong about 
them two colts. Jamestown—we called him 
‘Jimmy’ around the stable—always had the edge 
on Equipoise, an’ I believe he always will have 

. . for this reason, he is a colt that never is 
in trouble. He can break faster than any colt 
out East and can be rated along in front as nice 
as you please. And game, say, you talk about 
Equipoise’s gameness, why ‘Jimmy’ just naturally 
outgamed him for the Futurity. It looked like 
Equipoise had him whipped a few yards from the 
finish, but ‘Jimmy’ came right away from Mac’s 
stick and took it all. Equipoise was a squeezed 
sponge and had no more fight left in him.” 


Regarding the staying qualities of the Widener 
colt, he said, ‘“You’re going to have to take all 
that back about him being only a sprinter, so 
you might as well be prepared to. Jamestown 
isn’t one o’ them big, sprintin’ type horses, he’s 
not much, if any, bigger than Equipoise, only he 
has a lot more power and class about him. When 
he’s dead fit, he’s just the picture of an athlete 
and when he’s high in flesh, he’s a picture-horse. 
His pedigree is full of stayers, and that’s more 
than you can say for Equipoise. And old Mr. 
Joyner has got the right idea about how young 
horses oughta be trained and raced. They’ll 
last a lot longer his way. If both them colts 
goes in the Belmont, you better git yourself a 
ticket on Jamestown.” 


Having got that off his mind, he proceeded 
about his chores. He might be vindicated in 
his judgment. I’m not weakening, but I fully 
realize that I can be wrong as well as the next

and that some points he brought out in his 
argument are true. If Jamestown disproves my 
theory that he will fail to go on, I'll have to buy 
innumerable cigars and one straw hat, the latter 
for Neil Newman. 


RACING OF 2-YEAR-OLDS. 


After recounting the 2-year-old performances 
of Lemnarchus (five wins from eight starts and 
not unplaced) last year and of his ancestors, 
Friar Marcus (unbeaten, five wins at two), 
Lemberg (five wins and one third), Cicero (un- 
beaten, five wins), Cyllene (four wins from five 
starts), Sunstar (three wins from six starts), 
and Persimmon (two wins from three starts), 
“Mankato,” in The Sporting Chronicle (Manches- 
ter), says: 

“It cannot fairly be said that training and run- 
ning any of the above ancestors of Lemnarchus 
as 2-year-olds had a prejudical effect on their 
subsequent racing careers. Three of them won 
the Derby, and one, Persimmon, also carried off 
the St. Leger and Ascot Cup, a race also won by 
Cyllene. 

“Matthew Dawson, in his evidence before a 
royal commission on horse breeding, did not agree 
with John Porter, who also gave evidence, that 
2-year-old endeavor was detrimental either to 
the individual or the race of bloodstock. He spoke 
from lengthy experience, and trained Thorman- 
by, who ran 14 times as a 2-year-old. The horse 
won the first time out (Northampton, on March 
30), and he finished up a winner of the Criterion 
Stakes in the Houghton week. Ten times first, 
once second, and three times third was his 2-year- 
old record in 1859. 

“Personally, I would like to see further limits 
on the number of 2-year-old races, but we should 
be.very careful to review all sides of the ques- 
tion before concluding that early racing experi- 
ence is hurtful to a horse’s subsequent career on 
the Turf.” 


Fair Grounds stewards fined Jockey George 
Rose $50 and suspended him for the rest of the 
meeting. Charges, verbally abusing the track 
superintendent, lying. 
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NOTHER demonstration of Col. E. R. Brad- 

ley’s conviction that the Turf can be a pow- 
erful agent of charity was furnished at New Or- 
leans last Sunday, when a great Mardi Gras 
crowd was admitted to the Fair Grounds and 
watched a program of racing. The entire re- 
ceipts went to a fund being raised for the needy 
and impoverished of New Orleans. . . . The 
week’s racing at the Fair Grounds was marked 
by the return of Jockey Eugene James to his 
headlong series of success, interrupted in De- 
cember. The Louisville lad rode 11 winners last 
week. Tuesday he had four winners out of five 
mounts, and on Saturday, after winning with 
Bumpsie Ray he surprised the crowd by beating 
Jimmy Moran with Essare and astonished them 
again by bringing Prince d’Amour home first 
for his contract employer, Jeseph Leiter, in the 
Derby Trial Handicap. The Wednesday program 
saw the disqualification of Disturb, a 13 to 20 
favorite on which L. McDermott had the mount. 
Disturb bore out in the stretch. First money 
was taken away from him and given to Cockrill, 
which finished second. At Miami condi- 
tions were favorable. Predictions were made 
last week that the average daily handle for the 
season would be well above $200,000. That mark, 
however, has not been reached on a single day as 
yet. . . . Silverdale added two more wins to his 
record during the week, winding up with a victo- 
ry in the Jockey Club Handicap Saturday. . 
The Rancocas Stable brought out a good 2-year- 
old, Kayo, son of Kai-Sang, and won two races 
with him, the colt equaling the track record for 
three furlongs in his effort of Saturday. ‘ 
At Agua Caliente. Schooner surprised by winning 
the Derby Trial Stakes, and at Havana Belgian 
Lass won the Cuban Mile Championship. 


CHARITY MEETING AT FAIR GROUNDS. 


The cooperation of the Louisiana Jockey Club 
and the public welfare organization of New 
Orleans in giving a charity race meeting at the 
Fair Grounds Sunday, February 15, resulted in 
a crowd that was of record size for racing meet- 
ings in that city and brought into the relief fund 
many thousands of dollars. Well matched fields 
contested seven races, five of which ended in 
nose, head or neck finishes. Mrs. O. Curtis’ Titus 
was the winner of the mile and a sixteenth fea- 
ture, the Welfare Purse, and Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Burgoo scored a popular victory in the fourth 
race. Jockey J. Renick rode three winners. Six 
of the winners, Prince Bulbo, Wrack Royal, 
Molerito, Titus, Cockrill and Bosky, were owned 
by women. Official report of the attendance and 
the net receipts to charity had not been made 
Monday. 


SCHOONER TAKES HIS OPPORTUNITY. 


The elements and accidents were in favor of 
M. L. Allen’s Schooner (126) in the first running 
of the Derby Trial Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds, seven furlongs) at Agua Caliente February 
15, and at the end he scored by a neck over Up 
(126), racing in the name of Mrs. J. N. Crofton. 
The muddy track suited Schooner, which won the 
Thomas Curran Memorial Stakes and the San 
Bruno Handicap (Tanforan) on heavy tracks 
last year. He was again favored when the lead- 
ers swung wide on the stretch turn and allowed 
him to come through and save ground. Up’s 


challenge in the stretch was not enough. Third 
money went to Ole Hansen’s San Clemente (113) 
and fourth to J. W. Marchbank’s De Swasey 
(126). Also ran: Martha Mae (111), Miss Bag- 
gage (117), Morshion (121), Knight’s Call (122), 
Concord (126). Knight’s Call, the favorite, was 
shut off and almost fell on the far turn, the in- 
cident destroying his chances. Time, :23.40, :48, 
1:15.50, 1:29, track muddy.

The third winner ridden by Eugene James at 
the Fair Grounds last Saturday, February 14, 
was Joseph Leiter’s Prince d’Amour, victor in 
the second running of the Derby Trial Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles), and it 
was James’ riding perhaps as much as Prince 
d’Amour’s speed that won the race. James sent 
the Leiter colt into a big lead directly after the 
start, took him in hand for a breathing spell on 
the backstretch and nursed him home so capably 
that at the end he still had a neck advantage over 
the unfortunate Michigan Girl (108). J. L. Pon- 
tius’s filly had been struck on the heels by an- 
other horse, had been blocked and forced to go 
wide, and at the end was rapidly gaining on the 
winner. E. Schwartz’s Fly Guy (106) was third, 
a length back of the filly, and Mrs. O. Curtis’s 
Garlic (108) was fourth. Spanish Play (120), 
the favorite, was bumped and appeared to sulk. 
The race was not truly run, for there were nu- 
merous mishaps and considerable bumping. The 
winner’s weight was 105 pounds. Others in the 
field besides those mentioned were Tarzan (106), 
Patsie McKim (102), Donny Johnny (106%), 
Civollag (101), Anne Arundel (103), Brass 
Monkey (112), Malaita (106).

ENGLISH AND IRISH STUD CONCESSIONS. 


In England and Ireland this season, according 
to The Morning Post (London), “more stud own- 
ers than ever are extending the concession of 
‘no foal, no fee’ to those who take nominations 
to their stallions. This is a token of confidence 
in the fertility of the horses concerned, but it 
may also be taken as a sign that breeders are 
becoming tired of paying big stud fees without 
results.” Further the paper says “some stud 
owners are not going all the way in refunding 
fees when mares are barren, but the concessions 
they offer are a great improvement in the old 
order of things.’’ Lord Glanely has announced 
that for Grand Parade, Blue Ensign and Grand 
Glacier ‘will be returned half the fee should the 
mare prove not in foal, or a free service will be 
given the following year.” Sir Richard Brooke 
announced that McKinley’s stud fee would cover 
free insurance for foaling mares, maidens or 
mares which had live foals in 1930, and the 
horse’s book is full. 


BUBBLE’S FOAL AN ORPHAN. 


Bubble, bay mare, foaled 1914, by *All Gold— 
Repute, by Hamburg, second dam Yorkville Belle, 
by Miser, died at the Fayette County farm of the 
late H. P. Whitney after foaling a brown colt by 
Bostonian on February 4.

JEFFERSON LIVINGSTON. 


ANY people throughout these United States 

heard with regret of the passing of Jeffer- 
son Livingston (which was chronicled in THE 
‘BLooD-HOoRSE of last week), but it is doubtful if 
any, even friends in his native Ohio, were more 
affected than were numerous Kentuckians (those 
fellows of the Turf who are known far and wide 
as “Hard Boots’). “Jeff,” as he was affection- 
ately called by them, had been their friend and 
patron. He had bought their horses; raced with 
them and against them. They had bought his 
catsup and boosted it, and they had helped him 
to make his “pile.”” Prior to prohibition, in the 
days before Volstead, there were bars with res- 
taurants attached. Many are the times when 
horsemen would enter these bars and restaurants 
and order “Snider’s Catsup.” That was the cat- 
sup that Jeff Livingston made. If it was not to 
be had, they would walk out. If it was to be had, 
they would buy the entire stock and make way 
with it, telling the sometimes astonished proprie- 
tor that it was “made by the best fellow on 
earth,” and recommending that he always keep 
it on hand. “Jeff’’ hadn’t come into the sport of 
racing because he was thinking of the advertis- 
ing he might get from it, although he was an 
astute business man—astute enough to make a 
fortune out of the catsup recipe held by the wife 
of his uncle, whose name was Snider, and with 
whom he boarded when he went to Cincinnati from 
his home town of Lisbon, Ohio. His having 
bought horses and turned them over to Mose 
Goldblatt to race, and Rome Respess to breed, 
put him in touch with the best lot of boosters he 
had ever known. They boosted him because he 
had personality and because they liked him. It 
was in the nature reciprocal. He helped them, 
though he sometimes won from them, and they 
liked him. Iron Mask II was the fastest horse 
“Jeff” ever owned, and *Colonel Vennie and 
*Royal II were the two in which he had faith 
enough to put into the stud. Firebrand and 


Actuary were a couple of his most costly pur-°* 


chases. Both paid themselves out and then some. 
Mr. Livingston was 68 and a bachelor. He is 
survived by four sisters and a brother. 


EPITHET NOT IN THE DERBY. 


Harry McCarty, in a front-page story in The 
Morning Telegraph (New York) of February 10, 
scooped the world, as follows: 

“Another mystery has been solved, another intensely 
interesting question answered. Epithet, winner of the 
Hopeful and conqueror of Jamestown, was nominated 
for the Kentucky Derby, but—the nomination was re- 
fused by Matt J. Winn, ‘the fighting Colonel,’ who runs 
Churchill Downs. .. . 

“The reason: Colonel Winn was convinced that the colt 
would not start in the colors of the Gifford estate be- 
cause the heirs of the late millionaire had announced 
that the horses would be sold in their entirety, a scant 
egg A before the running of the Derby, therefore 

e considered the nomination complimentary although 
one that would be taken seriously throughout the 
country.” 

Colonel Winn did not refuse the nomination of 
Epithet for the Kentucky Derby. The fact of the 
matter is that a _ representative of Churchill 
Downs, Inc., telephoned Trainer Henry McDaniel 
at Lexington and asked him to enter the colt and 
Mr. McDaniel refused, explaining that he would 
be trained and prepared for racing but that he 
would not go to the post before he is sold at Bel- 
mont Park during the spring meeting there. The 
nominations for the Kentucky Derby will be re- 


leased for publication in a few days and Epithet’s 
name will not be among them. 


Cc. B. SHAFFER AT COLDSTREAM. 


Having come up from Florida, C. B. Shaffer 
was at his Coldstream Farm near Lexington a 
day or two last week. He expressed himself as 
well pleased with the condition of his breeding 
stock. He is especially delighted with *Bull Dog, 
the 4-year-old brother to *Sir Gallahad III, 
which he bought in France last year. The Messrs. 
O’Ferrall, of Ireland, while in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE office last week, said they had liked *Bull 
Dog very much, and on the same day J. C. Milam, 
who had also recently visited Coldstream, said 
that he had seen few horses which impressed 
him more than *Bull Dog. ‘He hasn’t the spark 
and dash of Man o’ War, for instance,” he said, 
“but there is that about him that makes a horse- 
man realize that he is looking a horse of sterling 
worth. In other words, he is a striking indi- 
vidual.” 


KEENE DAINGERFIELD A CANDIDATE. 


J. Keene Daingerfield, popular Lexington at- 
torney, son of the late Major Foxhall A. Dain- 
gerfield and brother to Miss Elizabeth Dainger- 
field, owner of Haylands, and to Algernon Dain- 
gerfield, assistant secretary of The Jockey Club, 
is a candidate for Judge of the Circuit Court of 
Fayette County. He has the endorsement of lead- 
ing members of the Fayette Bar Association. 
‘He has occupied the bench as a special judge on 
a number of occasions and made a fine record. 
His friends of the legal profession are assuring 
citizens that if chosen he will acquit himself 
with distinction and honor, since he has, in addi- 
tion to his knowledge of the law, a proper sense 
of justice and is a clean, high-class man. 


MESSRS. O’FERRALL VISIT LEXINGTON.

More O’Ferrall, of Ireland and England, both

They expressed themselves as 
charmed with America and especially with what 
they saw in Kentucky. From here they proceeded 
to Palm Beach and Miami. The elder brother, 
Frank, will go on to Cuba and to Jamaica, but 
Roderic will be getting back to his horses on the 
a side of the Atlantic after his visit to Flor- 
ida.

FOREIGN 


TOO MUCH DUTY. 


ERE is something for the attention of the 

sportsmen who have seats in the Congress 
of the United States. John Warwick, the Belfast 
sportsman, came over from Ireland for the horse 
shows at Boston, New York and Toronto last 
November with a string of very accomplished 
high jumpers. Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE have 
already been told how, after winning several im- 
portant events, he sold the horses to a Toronto 
sportsman. Among the events he won was the 
Westchester Challenge Cup at the National Horse 
Show in Madison Square Garden. Under the 
event’s conditions, it must be won three times 
successively to be permanently retained by any 
individual. It had been the custom for winners 
to have possession of the cup from one year’s 
show to the next, and Mr. Warwick had been 
told that the cup would be sent to him at Bel- 
fast, but when Secretary Reginald Rives went 
about sending it he found that it could not go 
and be returned without the payment of $450. 
So it was decided to send Mr. Warwick photo- 
graphs of the trophy. The cup would be sent, 
Mr. Warwick was advised, if he felt that he cared 
‘to assume the duty charges. He decided to fore- 
go the pleasure of having the cup and placing 
it on exhibition in Belfast and wrote as follows 
to Secretary Rives: 


“T am exceedingly sorry of the amount of pub- 
licity given the matter, but it is entirely due to 
the red tape of your customs regulations. If 
legal difficulties cannot be overcome I suggest 
your sporting bodies take up the problem with 
the customs authorities. 


“None would grieve more than I, if the non- 
arrival of the cup in Ulster would be construed 
as a reflection on the sportsmanship and gener- 
osity of your country. In view of the 90 sterling 
reimport duties, I’ll have to be content with the 
photographs, which you were good enough to send 
me.” 


DONGHUE, HAYNES RETURN. 


The Mauretania, when it sailed from New 
York last Friday night, had among its passen- 
gers the two European jockeys, Steve Donoghue 
and Everett Haynes, both of whom have enjoyed 
extended visits in America. Haynes, whose chief 
riding honors in recent years have been earned 
in Germany, will return to that country and this 
year will ride for Ted Horalek, trainer of one of 
the most successful stables there. Donoghue is 
finishing a long trip undertaken at the sugges- 
tion of his employer, Sir Victor Sassoon, who was 
anxious that Steve’s leg, fractured in a fall at 
Nottingham last August, should have plenty of 
time to heal thoroughly. The veteran jockey re- 
ported as he left that he had never felt better or 
more fit in his life, and shouted down the gang- 
plank to T. P. Brophy, of Daily Running Horse 
(New York): “I am coming back for more of 
Uncle Sam’s hospitality in the near future.” 


G. H. BOSTWICK AND SIR CRISPEN. 


G. H. (Pete) Bostwick and his Sir Crispen 
scored two more wins in England last week. 
The young American millionaire rode his 5-year- 
old jumper to victory in the Yardley Handicap 
hurdle race at Birmingham, February 9, beating 
Gleesome by three lengths, with Western Flier 
third in a field of 10. The following Friday, Feb- 
ruary 13, Mr. Bostwick again rode Sir Crispen 
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in the Roehampton Handicap hurdle race at 
Hurst Park, and again finished in front, five 
lengths ahead of Kinnaird. Sir Toby was third 
and five others ran. Sir Crispen was at odds of 


'4 to 1 in each of his races. He is a gelded son

LIGHT ESTIMATE (MPRUDENT. 


The racing correspondent of The Observer 
(London) was not impressed by the first appear- 
ance in England of Victor Emanuel’s Bangle II 
over hurdles, and after commenting that the 
fact of his being a son of Golden Orb does not 
suggest staying powers, he continued: ‘At pres- 
ent he cannot be regarded as a formidable as- 
pirant for Grand National honors, though it 
would be imprudent to estimate American 
steeplechasing form too lightly after the gallant 
effort which Billy Barton made to win at Ain- 
tree.” 


AN ALL-CONQUERING HERO. 


Telling of Gyi Lovam!, the Czecho-Slovakian 
candidate for the Grand National Steeplechase, 
The Daily Telegraph (London) says the horse 
“comes to England’s shores an all-conquering 
hero. He is a classic winner on the flat, accord- 
ing to the standard of his own country, and it 
is said of him that he has never fallen in any 
*chase for which he has been started. Never has 
an overseas competitor arrived here with a more 
complete record.” 


MONKEY SEAT AT FAULT. 


Rob Wheeler tells readers of The Daily Herald 
(London) that “the adoption of the American or 
‘monkey seat’ style of riding in jumping races 
has made it almost impossible to ‘pick up’ a fall- 
ing horse, and often a horse has only to ‘peck’ 
or blunder to dislodge his jockey, who is riding 
too short to be able to help himself or his mount.” 


SASSOON BUYS WEST INDIES. 

The brilliant steeplechasing mare, West Indies, 
sensation of this season in England, has been 
purchased from C. B. Rowe by Captain R. E.
